Trip to Holland. 


Aving, in the Month of Auguſt laſt paſt, ſome earneſt occaſions which 
call'd me to Holland, I accordingly took. Coach for Harwich, in 
order to Embark.

Ar laſt, tho the Liquor over came me, all 
obſtacles were over-come tov, and we got aboard; where I was Conducted into 
my Apartment which was like our Lzele-Eaſe at Guild- Hall, there was ſmall fear 
of falling out of my Bed, for the Tenement [ had taken up was nothing elſe, and

thcir parts like any Water-Rats, and put me z thore with ſuch expedition, as 
one miyht perceive the Love they bare to the Ducatoon, by the haſt they made 
to finger it. , Being on the Land (if we may call a Country which is half Wa- 
ter ſo) the firſt Inn of any tolerable appearance which 1 met with, was the ſign 
of the Angel, which 1 could not but admire at in a-place where all. the inha- 
bitants bear the CharaRers of meer Devils.

Says one, It affords the People one Commodity beyond all the other Regions, 


if thy die in Pcrdition, they are ſo low, that they bave a ſhorter cut tro Hell.than the 


reſt of their Neighbours. And for this Cauſe, perhaps all ſtrange Religians &iwng 
thither, as naturally inclining towards their Center. Lchdes, the ' mches 
ſhew them to be Plato's Region, and you all know what Part that was which 
the Poets did of old aſſign him: Here is Sryx, Acher-n, Cocytus, and the reſt of 
thoſe muddy Streams that have made Matter for the Fablers, Almoſt every one 
is a Charon here; and if you have but a Naulum to give, you cannut want a 
Boat or Pilet.

The next, are the Veſſels of the Houſe, marſhall'd about the Room like Watch- 
men; .all as neat as if you were in a Citizen's Wife's Cabinet ; for, unleſs it 
be themſelves, they let none of God's Creatures loſe any thing of their Native 
beauty. 

Their Houſes, eſpecially in their Cities, are the beſt Eye beauties of their 
Country : 'fox-Coſt and Sight they far exceed our Engliſh, but they want their Mag- 
ificente. Their Lining is yct more rich than their Out-ſide, not in Hangings, 
but Pitures, which even the pooreſt are there farniſh*'d with. Not a Cobler but 
has his Toys for Ornament. Were the Knacks of all their Houſes ſet together 
there would not be ſuch another Bertholomew-Fair in Europe. 

Their Artiſts for theſe are as rare as thonght, for they' can paint you a Fat Hen 
in her Featherx ; and if you want the Language, you may learn a gret deal of 
Dutch by their Signs ; for, what they are, they ever write under them. $o by this

"Tis the Fair of all the -Se&s, where all the Pedlars of Religicn have leave to 
vent their Toys, their Ribbons, and Phanatick Rattles.
